NEEDS NO DIRECT INSTRUCTION 


Griscom Has Been Pushing Claims of 
His Own Volition. 


Washington, April 27.—Beyond the state- 
ment that Mr. Griscom, the United, States 
charge d'affaires at Constantinople, has 
been instructed to press vigorously for 
the payment of the American claims for 


indemnity, the officials here decline to 
divulge the nature of his instructions. 
They sav that Mr. Griscom does not need 
express instri‘ctions to forward the claims 
for he has of his own volition taken a 
rather advanced attitude in this matter, 
and the presentations he is now making, 
though this time by express instructions, 
are in no respect more peremptory than 
his own nreceding deliveries to the Turk- 
ish government. 

Novel though the proposition was from 
a diplomatic standpoint, yet it is learned 
to be trve that the effort was made by 
the porte to pay this American claim un- 
der cover of an order for a warship to 
he built in the United States for Turkey. 
The reasons for the failure of the project 
Were several. The United States gov- 
ernment has no warsnips for sale, and Is 
not authorized to build any for foreign 
Order. There is no warrant of law ,for 
entering into arrangement with a private 
Ship building concern for the collection 
of an international obligation in the man- 
her proposed.

Two Thousand Buildings Were De- 
stroyed in Ottawa Fire. 


SEVEN LIVES WERE LOST 


Property Loss Estimated $17,000,- 
000—Insured for Half Its Value. 


RELIEF COMMITTEES ARE AT WORK 


Five Thousand Persons Are Left 
Without Roofs of Their Own 
in the Two Towns.

29000 buildings destroyed; seven lives lost; 
seven thousand men, women and children 
homeless and a property loss of $17,00,", 
according to the latest estimate, insured 
for about half its value, are the results 
as viewed tonight of the destructive fire 
which swept this city and Hull yesterday 
and today. Although under control for 
many hours, the flames were not entirely 
extinguished until about noon today. 

The dead are: 

MISS MINNIE COOK, aged forty years, 
cremated in her own house. 

JOHN PUMPLE, car carpenter, 646 
Somerset. suffocated in Canadian Pacific

A relief committee has been formed by 
the citizens and this, together with the 
Catholic archbishops of Ottawa and Mon- 
treal, will make an appeal for relief to 
the country. The most serious problem 
that confronts Hull is that of work. The 
majority of householders who were burned 
out are poor and have large families. It 
is not expected there will be employment 
for a considerable period and the way 
in which many of the poor are going to 
live in the meantime is doubtful. On the 
Ottawa side fully two-thirds of Dalhousie 
ward is devastated and an estimate by 
residents of the district places the num- 
ber who were without roofs of their 
own last night inathis district at 5,00. The 
destroyed property in this district in- 
cluded some of the finest residences in 
Ottawa as well as a great many of the 
humblest. 

The Erskine Presbyterian church, the 
Somerset street bridge, big flour mill 
plant, the immense lumber piles along 
Division, Preston and Rochester streets, 
and Victoria brewery are among the 
institutions which have disappeared. 

The Ottawa Electric Company will be 
a very heavy loser. An approximate yalue 
of their property destroyed is placed at 
$300,000. The Ottawa Electric Light Com- 
pany had six power houses. There was 
one central or distributing power house, 
and the other five were auxiliary or sub- 
stations. Of these sub-stations only one— 
that operated by steam—remains, the 
other four being destroyed. The central 
power house and the steam auxiliary sta- 
tion were only saved after a hard fizht 
by the directors and employees. 

The fire ,area was viewed by hundreds 
of people this afternoon and evening. 
One of the most remarkable things about 
the sad scene was that no smoke was to 
be seen. There were no half burned 
buildings or smoldering logs anywhere. 
Everything that the fire touched was 
burned to ashes. All of Hull's principal 
buildings with the exception of the Cath- 
Olic church are things of the past. The 
buildings and land in the place are valued 
at $2,700,000 and of this amount over $1.- 
000,000 may be put down as a loss. Then 
in stocks, fixtures, equipment, household 
effects and wearing apparel there is a 
loss of nearly $3,000,000. The vast piles of 
lumber which went up in smoke may be 
reckoned at $2,000,000 more. 

American Companies Won’t Suffer. 

New York, April 27.—It is believed that 
American tire insurance companies will 
suffer but little from the Ottawa fire. 
Foreign companies will have to pay most 
of the claims. Coming at the time when 
the loss records in the United States 
show a disastrous fire waste, the Ottawa 
fire will, it is believed, have a depressing 
effect upon underwriting business, 

Detroit Offers Help. 

Detroit, April 27.—Mayor Maybury today 
telegraphed the mayor of Ottawa, Ont.. 
extending sympathy and asking whether 
the people of Detroit can be of assistance 
in aiding the homeless and destitute. 

Chicago Opens Subscription List. 


Chicago, April 27.—Mayor Harrison to- 
day opened subscriptions for the Ottawa, 
Ont., fire sufferers. The list was headed 
by Mrs. Cyrus McCormick and grew rap- 
idly during the day.

It is stated 
that the trust has had spotters around the 
Ensley plant for some time and that 
these men have kept Gates infqrmed of 
every step which has been taken in the 
starting of operations at the Ensley mills. 
It is understood that the Alabama com- 
pany will continue to do business on a 
thoroughly independent basis, regardless

THE MURDER OF JOHN MURPHY

SCOTT RETAINS HIS 
SEAT IN THE SENATE 


Resolution Passes with Three Yotes 
Only Against It. 


VIRGINIAN IS CONGRATULATED 


Pettus and Morgan, of Alabama, and 
Turner Against Measure. 


BACON STANDS FOR THE REPORT 


Money, of Mississippi, Wants Cotton 
Confiscated During the War 
Paid For. 


Washington, April 27.—The senate today 
voted upon the resolution declaring Nath- 
an B. Scott to be entitled to his seat in 
the senate from West Virginia. The num- 
ter of vctes in the negative was on!ly 
three. Mr. Chandler gave notice that he 
would call up the case of Senator Clark, 
of Montana, on Wednesday of next week, 
but intimated that he would not press 
consideration unti! senators cou'd hive 
time to read the testimony in the case. 

Mr. Money, of Mississippi, by. unani- 
mous consent, called up a bill to amend 
an act to provide for the colicction of 
property and the prevention 
of frauds in imsurrecticnary§ aistricts 
within the United States. He offered an 
amendnient in the form of a new secuon 
restricting the provisions of the vill to 
the proceeds of cotton seized and sold 
under act of i563. 

Mr. Money explained ‘hat ihe Lill if 
passed wouid afford opportunily to owners 
of private property to go into the courts 
to establish their. proprietorship of the 
cotton that fell into the hands of the au- 
thorized agents of the United States dur- 
ing the civil war. The doors would not, 
ke said, be opened by the enactment of 
ihe law to a general raid on the treasury. 
He explained that the amount involved 
would be less than $5,000,000. The cotton 
had been seized by the United States mil- 
itary commanders, shipped to New York 
and there sold, the proceeds being placed 
in the treasury. There it had been since 
held as a trust fund, He maintained that 
the owners of the seized cotton had a 
right to their pro rata share in this fund, 
because under the principles of interna- 
tional law and’ the law of civilized war- 
fare the government rightfully could not 
hold the proceeds wf private property 
seized and sold during hostilities. He 
contended that decisions of the courts 
entitled the owners of this seized property 
to lay claim to their share of this prop- 
erty. 

Mr. Chandler said that half the money 
which the government had realized from 
the seized and abandoned property had 
been returned in times to the people of 
the south. He declared his intention, 
nowever, to do what he could to Keep the 
little pittance that was left in the treas- 
ury. It had cost the United States gov- 
ernment: $60,000,000 and 500,000 lives, he 
said, to carry the civil war to a conclu- 
sicn and he thought it well to place this 
little pittance as a setoff against the enor- 
mous expenditure of $600,000,000, 

Mr. Money said he had no doubt of the 
position of Mr. Chandter and fully expect- 
ed him to act in accordance with his judg- 
ment, but there was a right in this case 
which no Man ougnt to disregard. . He 
concluded with an appeal to senators op- 
posed to the measure to rermit it to come 
to a vote, 

The bill was then laid aside and con- 
tideration was resumed of the Scott seat- 
ing resolution. 

Mr. Pettus spoke in support of his mo- 
tion to recommit the resolution to the 
committee with instructions to investigate 
the case thoroughly. 

Mr. Turner, of Washington, asserted his 
belief that there had been duplicity, dou- 
ble dealing and fraud in the election of 
Mr. Scott. 

Mr. Chandler, chairman of the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections, xuve 
warning that in the next senate the cre- 
dentials of Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, 
would be considered and if the dectrine 
established in the Turple case (of Indiana) 
which had been recognized as binding on 
the senate Was to be overruled the senate 
would be called upon to go into the ques- 
tion as to the competency of the federal 
power to go back of the returns of a 
duly and legally constituted legislature. 

Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, said that he be- 
lieved the majority report of the commit- 
tee was based on sound law and that the 
United States senate could not enter into 
an investigation of a legislature’s right 
to determine the qualifications of its mem- 
bers.

Colonel Bussey Talks About the Outlook 
This Year. 


‘RAINS WASHED THE LANDS 


‘And in the Bottoms Cotton Seed Have 
Rotted 


THERE IS A SCARCITY OF SEED 


Some Farmers Will Have To Replant 
and the Seed Cannot Be 
Purchased. 


Columbus, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)— 
Colonel H. Bussey, one of the best posted 
men jn the south on crop conditions, says 
it is practical'y certain that a large crop 
of cotton would not be made this year. 

“Even in this section of Georgia and 
‘Alabama,"’ said Colonel Bussey, ‘‘the 
rains are beginning to make the Situation 
somewhat serious. A large part of the 
cotton was freshly planted when the 
rains set In, so that the lands were easlly 
washed. This ts especially true of the 
hilisides, while in the bottoms so much 
moisture rots the seed. It is very evident 
that stands from the first plamting wil) be 
poor, aS a rule, and a great dea} of re- 
planting will be necessary. The problem 
now confronting the farmers is where to 
get the seed for replanting. The first 
planting consumed about all the seed in 
this section. In fact, in some cases the 
acreage intended for cotton had to be 
reduced because the farmers could not 
get the seed. Last fall and winter prices 
of cotton seed were a little high, which 
induced farmers to se!] down their sup- 
piies a little closer than usual. This was 
especially the case with negro tenants, 
who, with their usual improvidence, sold 
pretty much all the cotton seed they had, 
depending upon their landlord and white 
neighbors for their supplies at planting 
time. .If the rains continue much longer 
the situation will become more serious, 
but it is hardly Ikely that the damage 
will be anything like so extensive in this 
section as in Texas and Mississippi and 
sectons of Alabama. The scarcity of seed 
is general throughout the cotton belt and 
it is very sure that much of the lands 
overfiowed in those states will not be 
planted in cotton on this account, even if 
the farmers had the time to prepare their 
lands before the season for planting is 
over. Even if the rains should cease now, 
it wou.d be several weeks before the bot- 
tom lands would be dry enough to be 
plowed up and prepared for planting.’’ 

A number of wel! known farmers in the 
city the other day discussed the scarcity 
of cotton seed and the necessity for re- 
pianting, advancing pretty much the 
same views on the subject expressed by 
Colonel Bussey. The warehousemen are 
taking @ great deal of interest in the 
reports of the floods and the subject is 


the general topic of discussion among the | 


cotton men here. The opinion is almost 
general that the crop will be much 
shorter this year than it was last season. 
The damage done by the rains and the 
scarcity of cotton seed wil! certainly cut 
down the acreage and, of course, the 
crop is liable to be injured by other dis- 
asters before it is made and gathered. 
The only encouraging feature of the situa- 
tion is that a short crop will mean eood 
prices, unless the public is deceived again 
by the predictiong of Neill and his sort, 
which seems hardly likely, after their 
dearly bought experience of last year. 
The farmers of this section of Georgia 
and Alabama have pianted a larger acre- 
age of corn and small grain than ever 
before and wil] have plenty of “hog, 
hominy and hay’’ at home this fall. 


STORY THAT JOHNSON TELLS. 


Bays Whitecappers Cause Terror in 
Tattnall County. 

Savannah, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)—A 
white man by the name of Johnson came 
here from Tattnall county to make 
complaint of what he declared to be an 
organized band of whitecappers that ex- 
ists in that county a few miles from 
Reidsville. He said that he had refused 
to take part with the band in whipping 
and assaulting negroes and as a result 
his life had beén threatened and he had 
to leave the county. Johnson declared 
that two‘or three muréers cou'd be traced 
to this band akd that they had commit- 
ted numerous outrages, for which none 
of them had ever been punished. 

“They defy arrest,’ he said. “They 
serve on the grand juries and it is im- 
possible to indict them. It is also impos- 
sible to get warrants against them served 
and they continue their outrages unmo- 
lested.”’ 

Johnson went before the United States 
commissioner to. make complaint and 
wanted to swear out warrants against 
several prominent white men in Tattnall. 
According to his story, however, the 
crimés committed were all against the 
state and the United States authorities 
cannot deal with them. That being the 
case, Johnson said, since he had to return 
home, he intended to get him a doubie- 
barreled shotgun and let the first crowd 
that interfered with him have the full 
benefit of it. He declared that was the 
only way he could secure protection. 


Fire at Montezuma, Ga. 

Montezuma, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)— 
On Wednesday night fire was discov- 
ered in the residence of Mr. E. J. Wilson, 
on Dooly street. The alarm was imme- 
diately given, but the fire had got such 
headwav before the fire department ar- 
rived that it was impossible to save the 
house. When the fire was discovered by 
the inmates of the house the roof had be- 
gun to fall in, and a hasty exit was nec- 
essary to save their lives. The entire 
house and all its contents were destroyed, 
which was only partially covered by in- 
surance. The origin of the fire is sup- 
posed to have been caused from rats in 
the ceiling.

AGAINST ACTION OF CHATHAM 
COUNTY COMMITTEE. 


Liberal and Citizen’s Club People 
Came Near Having Row at the 
Meeting Last Night. 


Savannah, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)—So 
intense has the political feeling over the 
race for solicitor genera] become jin this 
mi that the meeting of the county execu- 

committee held at the courthouse to- 
night to arrange for the coming primary 
almost split up in a row. The race in 
question is between Solicitor General W. 
W. Osborne and Mr. Walter C. Hartridge, 
the former backed by the Citizens’ Club 
faction and the latter by the Liberal 
Club. The members of the latter faction 
predominated in the committee by a vote 
Of 15 to 9 and that was the party vote on 
almost every proposition submitted. In 
the first place. the committee, presided 
over by Chairman Walter G. Charlton, 
decided to cal] a primary on May 15th, 
48 prescribed by the state committee, at 
which all officers are to be balloted for. 
This includes county officers as well, 
some of whom have made objection to 
going into the primary at this time, be- 
cause the time is so short. There was, 
however, littie contention on this point, 

There was a fight on the election of a 
new member to fi'l the vacancy. caused 
by the death of A. N. Manucy, who wasa 
Citizens’ Club man. The Liberal Club 
Majority put in J. J. Sullivan, who is a 
most ardent Liberal Club follower. 

In the next place it was decided that 
the members of the executive committee 
should themselves be the managers of 
the primary election. A committee, con- 
sisting of Harry Willink and J. F. Sulli- 
van, Libera} Club men, and A. M. Leffler, 
a Citizens’ Club man, was appointed to 
purge the registration lists. 

Both of these steps broueht forth a 
storm of protest from the Citizens’ Club 
side. Mr. J. 8S. Collins and others da- 
nounced these actions as thoroughly un- 
fair and unjust. That, however, had lit- 
tle weight and the propositions were car- 
ried by the regular 15 to 9 vote. 

It appears that the Citizens’ Club fac- 
tion treated the Liberal Club faction to a 
somewhat similar dose in 189% and the 
Liberal Club faction bo'ted. 

It is not known what course the Citl!- 
zens’ Club faction wil] pursue, but they 
are exceedingly wrought up over the mat- 
ter. 

Solicitor General W. W. Osborne to- 
night sent tha following telegram to 
State Chairman F. G. duwBignon: 

“Savannah, Ga.. April 27.—Hon. F. G.

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CENTRAL AND FRUIT GROWERS 


President Egan Talks About Ar- 
rangements for Crop. 
Savannah, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)\—The 
attention of President John M. Ean, of 
the Central railroad. was directed today 
to an editorial in The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion arraigning the managements of *he 
Georgia railroads, particularly the Central 
and the Southern, as those chiefly inter- 
ested, for what was termed their failure 
to appreciate their opportunity for the 
realization of dividends by helping the 
peach erowers of the state, and other 
farmers, by furnishing all the transpor- 
tation and shipping facilities that should 

be asked. 

President Egan was astonished that 
such a view of the attitude of the rail- 
roads toward the peach growers should 
be taken. He said: 

"<rrangements have been made with 
the Fruit Growers’ Express, with head- 
quarters at Chicago, the strongest, best 
and only company that can furnish as 
good refrigerator cars and as many as 
are wanted. This company has erected 
icehouses at various points along our line 
and is now having them filled with ice 
manufactured in Macon. Anticipating 
the wants of the growers and to facill- 
tate the movement of the fruit, we are 
now putting in additional tracks, aggre- 
gating six miles in length, at Fort Valley 
and out from the present fruit tracks 
that extend from Fort Valley and Mar- 
shallville. We are printing and distribut- 
ing among the growers a list of crate 
manufacturers. so that they can gbtain 
what crates may be desired. Rates ior 
transportation, and also for refrigeration, 
are, and have been for some time, estab- 
lished, and the reports I have received 
from parties visiting the fruit growers 
at the present time is that all the fruit 
growers ask is that we give them a 
similar service to that of 1898. It is a 
very easy matter for some company that 
has a few cars to offer them at less 
rates for refrigeration apd render in- 
ferior service. It is also an easy matter 
for soliciting agents of some lines of rail- 
way, if they do not see that their com- 
panies are to be given all the business, 
to complain to the producers and nave 
them imagine that their interests are not 
being looked after. We have made every 
preparation that we can consistentiy 
of this business and 
know that a great deal depends 
from day to day, but 
tour to hour, as to the conditions and 
requirements that surround the 
crop and will anticipate its wants as far 
ahead as we possibly can.’’

Co-operative Establishment in Rome 
Succeeds. 


IT GREW OUT OF A STRIKE 


Molders Started with Very Smal) 
Capital. 


NOW HAVE FLOURISHING CONCERN 


Dividends Last and This Year Were 
Very Large—General News 
of Rome, Ga. 


Rome, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)\—A re- 
markably strong argument in favor of 
small industries and the co-operative plan 
intelligently carried out exists in this 
city. Two years ago a number of the 
union molders in the Bowie & Terhune 
foundry went out on a strike. Ex-May- 
or J. J. Seay persuaded and aided them 
in establishing a co-operative stove foun- 
dry. So from misfortune was evolved 
prosperity for many men, and the es- 
tablishment of a splendid concern. 

Every stockholder is a worker in some 
Capacity, but there are only two salaried 
officers. The plant was capitalized at 
$20,000, and only 10 per cent was called for 

t the outset. A large part of the stock 
was paid for by the molders in labor in 
the building of the plant. 

Some worked as carpenters, some as 
common laborers. So a large building 
was erected in North Rome, and orders 
booked months ahead for al} of their 
product. At the first annual meeting a 
dividend of $% per share was declared, 
and at the second annual meeting held 
last night a dividend of $37.25 per share 
was declared, and the capitalization in- 
creased from $20,000 to $30,000: and this 
concern hag been the salvation of some 
of the men molders now near life’s mer- 
idjan, who, though always making good 
salaries, had never saved a cenf, are un- 
der the present conditions well fixed. They 
have lived well, and comfortably, have 
their stock paid up, and are getting a 
magnificent dividend. All of the molders 
own from $500 to $1,000 fn stock. A. 
Randle, a councilman from the fourth 
ward, is superintendent of the workers. 
If the men had been able to buy quanti- 
tiles of pig iron while prices were lower, 
their profits would have been greater. 

Canning Factory. 

Rome will have a first-class canning 
factory in operation in a few weeks. A 
company has been organized with ample 
capital, and machinery has been ordered. 
The plant will have a capacity of 6,000 to 
10,000 cans per day. Fruit, tomatoes and 
beans will be canned. Rome has long 
needed euch an institution, and every one 
is delighted that it has been secured. 

Begins on Monday. 

The C. L. King manufacturing company 
will begin on Monday morning making 
fruit crates. Already orders have been 
booked for the entire output of the plant 
up to and through the fruit season, and 
arrangements will probably be perfected 
to operate day and night. Mr. King 
says he could sell five times as many as 
he can make, the demand being phenom- 
enal. Seventy-five to one hundred labor- 
ers will be employed. 

Order Pheasant Eggs. 

A party of Rome gentlemen have placed 
orders for 600 English pheasant eggs for 
May delivery. They will be distributed 
to people through the county who are in- 
terested, a dozen to fifteen eggs each. 
They are expected to provide and care for 
the young pheasants and prevent them 
from going wild until a law for their pro- 
tection can be framed and passed. By 
this method they expect to get 150 to 309 
good birds, which will form the nucleus 
for thoroughly stocking the county. 
A Floyd county game association will be 
formed for the protection and preserva- 
tion of the game. 

Will Go to Washington. 

On May 15th a strong’ delegation of 
prominent citizens will leave here for 
Washington to appear before the river 
and harbor committee to appeal for the 
Coosa river. They will ask for a con- 
tinuous appropriation of 6,000,000 for open- 
ing up the Coosa to the gulf, 
make a strong showing.

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The Price of Coal. 

The apparent shifting of the sceng 
of coal production from Europe to the 
United States will be very far-reach- 
ing if it proves to be permanent. 

During the past year it became 
known that American ships were car- 
rying coal to Mediterranean points. At 
first this was looked upon as but an 
occasional exchange, by way of ballast, 
but latterly it has become known that 
it was commercial design, that the 
manufacturers on the continent and in 
the Mediterranean ports, unable to pay 


the high prices demanded for English 


and European coal, were forced, even 
at a transportation of 3,000 miles, to 
get their supplies from America. The 
prices have gone up because of the 
lack of coal of the proper grade, and 
the great increase in manufactures re- 
quiring the use of this article, 

When coal reaches that point at 
which manufacturers cannot afford to 
carry the price, then it is the factory 
which will have to move to the coal 
bed, since the coal bed cannot be moved 
to the factory. 

Thus we find that in a recent inven- 
tory of her resources, while the Ger- 
man output of coal was 4,000,000 tons in 
excess of the preceding year’s supply, 
the amount on hand was entirely inad- 
equate to meet the increased demand, 
Hence German manufacturers were 
compelled to go abroad. The Russian 
supply of coal is likewise inadequate. 
The grand total of the coal production 
in Great Britain last year was 220,085,- 
383 gross tons. At the same time the 
coal production of the United States 
was 188,108,012 net tons of bituminous 
coal, and 54,034,224 gross tons of an- 
thracite coal. This exportation which 
places us in the lead of even Great 
Britain is in excess of the coal used 
in manufactures at home. It is plain 
to the most casual] observer that in 
every manufacture in which skill sim- 
ply does not supply nine-tenths of the 
work, it will be forced to come to the 
coal bed, where cheaper material will 
give the owners a margin of profit. It 
is but the same experiment which has 
already been tried in cotton. Since the 
product can be exported from the ini- 
tial point in the southern states to any 
part of the world equally as cheap, 
why should the raw materia! be 
freighted about thousands of miles at 
an extra cost? The same in regard to 
every other product of manufacture or 
skill will bring about the same result,

Glynn county: was his 
chosen place of retidence, and on St. Simon's 
island is situated the only home he owned in 
the new world. The association deems it a 
very fit and proper thing that citizens of the 
state gnd county should erect a stone to the 
memory of one who in his life turnished the

THE MARITIME ORANGE SUCKED DRY

\wavhington, April 27.—(Special.)—The 
announcement from Nicaragua that the 
government has formally canceled the 
canal concession granted to the Maritime 
Canal Company can have no material ef- 
fect upon the construction of the Nica- 
ragua canal as provided in the legislation 
now: pending before congress. For all 
practical purposes the Maritime com- 
pany’s concession had been nullified by 
the Nicaraguan government, and the 
only thing tnat remains of that conces- 
sion is in the shape of claims of the 
company. The company has, of course, 
disputed the right of the Zelava govern- 
ment to arbitrarily declare its concession 
terminated when in so many words that 
concession provided for its own continu- 
ance or renewal, but after President Ze- 
laya and his congress had granted a 
subsequent concession to the Eyre-Cragin 
people in return for a sum supposed to 
be one hundred thousand dollars, the 
Maritime people practically gave up, and 
they have announced that their claim 
would not be allowed to stand in the 
way of any steps which the government 
might, desire to take toward the construc- 
tion of a canal by direct appropriation 
under the direction of the secretary of 
war as is now contemplated by the Mor- 
gan and Hepburn bills. 

It is expectea that the Hepburn bill 
will pass the house next Wednesday and 
that the senate. committee will urge its 
immediate passage by that body. Under 
the terms of that bill the president will 
have the power to acquire whatever prop- 
erty these American concessionaires may 
have which will be of any value in car- 
rying through the project. In this way 
it is possible that the Maritime company 
may be able to get something for its | 
outlay, but it is doubtful if the later con- 
cession to the Eyre-Craigin people will 
be given very serious consideration. It is 
the understanding here that while these 
people have a concession from Nicaragua, 
they have never been able to do anything 
with Costa Rica, and the possession of 
one concession without the other is of 
very little value. 

Nicaragua’s Designs on Costa Rica. 

In connection with the canal the re- 
ports of troubles involving these two 
countries and the United States of Colom- 
bia -have attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion. The Nicaragua minister is doing a 
good deal of protesting these days 
against the suggestion that his govern- 
ment has any sort of designs on Costa 
Rica or that it is taking any hand in 
fomenting troubles for this little sister 
republic. These protests are given care- 
ful consideration by the state department 
as a matter of course, but those people 
who are most fa.:iliar with the condi- 
tions in the Central American isthmus 
seem inclined to believe that anything is 
possible with Nicaragua. 

‘Throughout all the negotiations rela- 
tive to canal legislation,’’ said a state 
department official who is in close touch 
with Central American affairs, “Costa 
Rica has always played absolutely 
straight.

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APMORY RENTS 
PAL) ON DEMAND 


Fach Company To Receive $150 
a Year from State, 


AMOUNT FIAED YESTERDAY 


State Takes Burden of Rent Out of 
Hands of Its Troops, 


OFFICERS MUST FIRST MAKE BOND 


The Fact That Each Company of All 
Classes of Troops Is To Receive 
$37.50 a Quarter Was An- 
nounced by Gov, Can- 
dler Yesterday. 


Governor Candler directed an order to 
issue yesterday from the office of his ad- 
juiant general providing that the rent 
of all the military armories in the state 
pe paid out of the treasury from the gen- 
era) military fund. The order issued is 
in compliance with the act of the last 
legislature, but for the first time yester- 
day the amount that each company is to 
receive quarterly for this purpose was 
made known. 

Each company in the state, white and 
colored, includigg cavalry, artillery and 
the three divisions of naval] militia, is to 
be credited with $37.0 a quarter, or $10 a 
year, for the payment of armory rent, 
and this amount wil] meet every demand 
in all but a few companies in the state’s 
service. The new order of things went 
into effect on February ist and the pay- 


‘ ment for the first quarter will be called 


for in the next few weeks. 

Before receiving the stipulated amount 
each company commander must have 
given bond for the safe keeping of the 
property in his charge and his command 
must have been duly Inspected and ad- 
mitted into the militia. 

The payment of. armory rent is an in- 
novation which is expected to have a 
beneficial effect on the entire militia. In 
the past the state has allowed the com- 
panies of the militia to struggle along as 
best they could, held together alone by 
the pride of the men in their different or- 
ganizations. The experiences of the past 
year demonstrated to Governor Candler 
that the national guard has a distinct 
part to play in maintaining order, and 
this being so, it was his conviction that 
the state should bear part of their bur- 
den. 

New uniforms at the expense of the 
state have for the first time been pro- 
vided, and these concessions mean that 
when the militia is called on it is expect- 
ed to move. At Albany on Tuesday Gov- 
ernor Candler inspected twelve commands 
of the mMitia, largely those of the Fourth 
regiment, under command of Colonel W. 
E. Wooten. The impression made on the 
chief executive was a fine one and the 
following day this impression was repro- 
duced when he inspected the Fifth regi- 
ment, in command of Colonel Park Wood- 
ward, in Atlanta. 

The great difficulty in maintaining the 
organization of troops in the country 
districts heretofore has been the fact that 
the men were required to pay their own 
armory rent.

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“HOLY PROPHET” GIVEN 
HEARING IN POLICE COURT

The strange negro who calls himself 
the “Holy Prophet’ was arraigned in 
the police court yesterday afternoon on 
the charge of idling and loitering. 

His name is on the police docket as 
the “Holy Prophet,” and if he has any 
other name, no one has been able to as- 
certain what it is. 

The trial of this unique and odd char- 
acter made one of,the most remarkable 
Cases that has ever been investigated by 
the recorder of Atlanta. 

Recorder. Broyles thinks the negro is 
demented, and has instructed the police 
to take him before the ordinary; but Dr. 
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Hurt. the sixth ward city physician, says 
the ‘“‘Holy Prophet” is a fraud and a 
cheat and ought to go to the chaingang. 

One of the features in the trial was the 
statement of a negro woman, who 
preaches on the street and who wants to 
See the alleged prophet, so she stated, 
for the purpose of finding out if the Lord 
had at last sent a deliverer for the ne- 
gro. 

The prisoner stated to the court that he 
was the “Holy Prophet,” and that he 
was one of the thieves who was crucified 
on the cross with Christ. 

He went so far as to claim that he 
could perform miracies and attempted to 
carry out this programme in the court- 
room, but met with dismal and over- 
whelming failure. 

Wednesday night Bicycle Officers Key 
and Moss arrested a negro who lived 
in the third ward and whom a large 
number of negroes claimed had taken 


,» money for the performance of miracles 
which he never performed, 

Yesterday afternoon the negro was be- 
fore the recorder. About fifteen negro 
women were present as witnesses, and 
several of them testified that the prisoner 
had represented himself as a “Holy 
Prophet” and had collected money from 
them with the promise of bringing to 
pass wonderful charms to make them 
immune from trouble and harm on earth. 

One woman stated that she paid the 
“Holy Prophet’’ several dollars, and 
among other things, he promised that she 
would never lose any.of her washing. 

“And Jvdge,” said the witness, “I lost 
the best customer I had the very next 
week.” 

From the evidence in court it appeared 
that the “Holy Prophet’? held meetings 
in a house, and he admitted only those 
who belleved in him. 

The leading witness for the city was a 
negro woman who preaches on the streets 
at night, and she gave her testimony in 
the sing-song tone pecullar to some street 
evengelists. She said the alleged “Holy 
Prophet’ was a deep-dyed fraud, and that 
she had gone to him for light and inspir- 
ation. 

“IT tol’ him,” exclaimed the woman, 
“that he war no prophet onless he war 
sent by de debbil, an’ he lowed dat I war 
de chile of onrighteousnes. He am nut- 
tin’ but er nigger, Jedge Briles, whut am 
atter de dimes an’ de nickels whut de 
foolish niggers am gibbin’ him.’’ 

The recorder asked the prisoner who 
and what he was, and he replied: 

“T am the Holy Prophet what you read 
about in the scriptures. I am the great 
I am, and have always been so from the 
beginning. It is not for mortal man to 
seek to find me out. I am and then again 
I am not. I was born without sin, and 
was crucified on the cross with Christ. 
I am the thief you read about who re- 
pented at the last moment, and I rose 
from the dead with Christ and have 
never died again. I want no money to 
live, for I live by the grace of God. I 
care not for the prisons of men, for I

“T do not think he is crazy,’”’ said Dr. 
Hurt, “and it is my opinion that he is a 
cheat and a swindler, and a month in the 
city chaingang would do him more good 
than any lunatic asylum.”’ 

It is now probable that the “Holy 
Prophet” will be given an opportunity to 
perform some of his miracles at the city 
stockade.

Charlies H. Walker, the southern man- 
ager of the Wine of Cocoa Company, has 
feft Atlanta, and it is said he has left 
hig accounts several hundred 
short. 

It was reported to the city detectives 
several days ago that Walker's where- 
abouts were unknown and that the com- 
pany which he managed wanted him in 
order to have an understanding about cer- 
tain accounts which did not balance. 

J. C. Proctor, the general manager of 
the Wine of Cocoa Company, was in 
Atlanta several days, and left for 
ton yesterday after having examined the 
affairs of his company in Atlanta ana 
found them behind several hundred dol- 
lars, with the manager missing. 

Walker is said to be in Kansas City. He 
was the southern manager of the com- 
pany seven or eight years, and was con- 
sidered one of the most reliable 
ployees. It is said he got on a spree and 
pocketed about {0 of 
funds about two months ago. 

He took about $300, so his company re- 
ports, by making false receipts for vouch- 
ers of accounts which were not paid, and 
just before he departed from the city he 
dropped about $300 into his pockets as 
a cash deposit to enable him to seek other

The city detectives, to whom the case 
was reported, located Walker in Kansas 
City, but as the company did not desire 
a prosecution, the matter was dropped, 
so far as the police were concerned.

Walker resided 
at No. 148 Linden avenue. 

Having lived in /tlanta several years, 
Walker was well known, and it will be a 
surprise to many of his friends and ac- 
quaintances to know that he left the city 
under such cloudy circumstances. 

The Wine of Cocoa Company declines to 
give out any statement for publication 
other than to say that the southern man- 
ager kas left the city and is about $600 
short. He had some stock in the com- 
pany which may be utilized to pay a por- 
tion of the amount which he owes.

Brave of the dead mayor and report to 
council as to its. position in the cemetery. 
A second committee will then probably 
be appointed, and the arrangements for 
purchasing a suitable monument for the 
&rave will be made. 

Few, it appears, know of the location 
of the grave of Moses W. Formwalt, but 
it is said that the exact spot where his 
body was interred can be pointed out. 
The grave is said to be overgrown with 
Tass, and there is neither headstone nor 
slab to mark the spot. Members of coun- 
cil who have the matter in charge feel 
that care should be taken of the resting 
Place of the man who first sat in the 
executive chair of Atlanta, and they an- 
ticipate no difficulty in having the resolu- 
tlon of Mr. Holland adopted at the next 
meeting, 

Moses W. Formwalt was mayor of At- 
lanta in 1848, He served only one vear, 
having been succeeded by the late Ben- 
jamin F. ‘Bomar, a councilman under 
Mayor .Formwalt. The first executive

“I do not Know where the grave of 
Moses Formwalt it located,” said Colonel 
Hulsey yesterday afternoon, “but I know 
that my sister, Mrs. Marcus Bell, does. 


Mr. Formwalt was buried near the spot 


where Mr. Bell was buried and from that 
my sister knows of the location of the 
grave. She is at present not in Atlanta, 
but upon her return I Know that she will 
willingly point out to the committee the 
exact location. 

“TIT have understood from her that the 
grave needs attention badly, and I think 
some suitable monument should be erect- 
ed by the citizens over it. 

“Although I was a little fellow when 
Mr. Formwalt was mayor, I remember 
him. I think he was a tinner, and had 
his shop near the Moore-Marsh building. 
It is my impression that he died during 
the fifties, or at any rate before the war.

Custodian Cross of Honor 


Santa Monica, Cal., April °7,—(Special.) — 
Mrs. Gabbett, custodian of the crosscs 
of honor which are intended for presenta- 
tion to the veterans of the confederate 
army, desires to notify the various camps 
and veterans who are not members of a 
camp—who are in good standing—that 
the crosses are now ready for presenta- 
tion. She desires to simplify and expe- 
dite matters by explaining to the veterans 
the mode of proceeding, as follows: 

“Comrades—As the Daughters of the 
Confederacy consider it necessary to take 
every possible precaution to protect the 
cross and prevent it falling into unworthy 
hands, we have had a form of certificate 
printed which we request the veterans 
to have filled and signed, thus: The date 
of his enlistment, the company, regiment, 
where resident at the time he joined, 
when discharged, rank held when dis- 
charged. 

The certificate must be signed by the 
commander of the camp of which the 
veteran is a member, or, in case he is not 
a member of a camp, by an officer in 
the regiment in which he served and a 
comrade of same regiment. 

The confederate veterans will greatly 
assist our work by making themselves 
known to the presidents of chapters and 
asking for copies of the certificate, which 
they will have properly filled. 

“The certificates are then forwarded 
by the presidents to the custodian, who 
files thent, eventually to be placed in the 
eral archives of the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy.

Shows Crops in Good ConditionThrough- 
out Country. 


Heavy Precipitation. 


FREEZES IN THE ROCKY MOUNTAINS 


Weather Was Cooler Than Usual in 
the West—Rains Have Retard- 
ed Cotton Planting. 


The climate and crop bulletin for last 
week, issued by the weather bureau at 
Washington, gives some interesting data. 
In part it follows: 

Washington, April 24, 
ending 8 a. m., April 23d, was cooler than 
usual in the west gulf states. over the 
southeastern Rocky mountain Slope, and 
In California, the temperature averaging

Elsewhere the week was 
usual, the average daily 
excess amounting to 3 
throughout the northern Rocky 
districts, central’ velevs, lahe 
region, middle and south Atlantic states, 
and New England, the most marked ex- | 
cess occurring in the more northerly sec- | 
tions, where the temperature ranged from | 
6 to 12 degrees per day above normal. | 
The 20th was an unusuilly warm day | 
for the season over the upper Missouri 
and upper Mississippi valleys and lake | 
region. At Bismarck the temperature | 
rose to 9) degrees, which has never been |

| exceeded at that station in the second de- 


cade of April, while at Sault Ste. Marte 
the maximum, 76 degrees, is 1 degree 
above ‘he previous maximum record for 
the second decade of April. Temperatures 
above 9) degrees occurred in Arizona and 
southern California, but such readings | 
unusual. | 

Freezing temperatures occurred over the 
central and northern Rocky mountain | 
districts and in the upper Missouri valley, | 
northern Minnesota and in extreme New | 
England; in .the central valleys the mini- | 
mum temperatures generally ranged from 
38 to 48 degrees and in the gulf and south | 
Atlantic states from 40 to 66 degrees. 

Precipitation. 

The week has been characterized hy ex- 
cessive precipitation throughout nearly 
the whole of the Atlantic coast and gulf 
districts, lake region, and over portions 
of the upper Mississippi and Missouri val- 
leys. In the central and east gulf and 
south Atlantic states the 1ains were tn- 
usually heavy, extensive areas receiving 
from 2 to more than 10 inches, the heav- 
lest occurriig over the southern porticns 
of Louisiana and Mississippi, northern 
(Jeorgia, western South Carolina and 
northern Florida. There was slightly 
more than the usual amount of rain in 
Montana and the greater part of Califor- 
nia, the San Joaquin and Sacramento val- 
leys receiving from 0.50 to more than i 
inch. The precipitatioa over portions of 
the central Mississippi and lower Ohio 
valleys was lighter than usual and there 
vas also less than the weekly average on

kotas and northern Minaesota. 
Seasonal Precipitation. 


The seasonal precipitation from March | 
Ist to date (54 days) is largelv in excess of | 
the average in the gulf and south Atlantic | 
States, over the middle Rocky mountain 
slope, northern New England, New York. 
and in portions of the upper Mississippi | 
and central Missouri valleys. More than 
double the seasonal amount has fallen 
the Florida Peninsula and in por- 
tions of Texas, New Mexico. ani Colo- 
rado, with from 10 per cen: to 5i per cent 
more than the seasonal average over the 
central gulf and interior uf the south At- | 
lantic states. From the lower Missouri 
and central Mississippi vallevs castward 
over the Ohio valley to the middle Atlan- 
tic the seasonal precipitation {s 
much below the average, the deficiency | 
amounting to 50 per cent or more in the | 
Ohio and central Mississippi valleys. A 
decided deficiency also exists over a large 
part of the lake region and in Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. 


Summary of Crop Conditions. 


The temperature conditions of the week 
ending April 23d were generally highly fa- 
vorable, but excessive rains in the south- | 
ern states greatly interfered with farm 
work and caused . estructive floods. In 
portions of Alabama, Mississippi and 
Louisiana much replanting will be nec- 
essary as a result of the inundation. 
Farm work has also been retarded as a 
result of heavy rains in the eastern por- 
tions of Kansas and Nebraska and 
southern Missouri. Rain is much needed 
in .{ontana, North Dakota and over the 
northern portion of Minnesota. While 
freezing temperatures occurred in the 
upper Missouri valley and middle and 
northern Rocky mountain regions, it ap- 
pears that no serious injury has been 
done. 

the week has not been favorable for 
the rapid progress of corn planting, but 
preparations for this work have been 
very active in the more northerly sec- 
tions, and under favorable weather con- 
ditions will progress rapidly. Planting 
has been generally retarded “where not 
completed in the southern states, and 
-rom Kansas and Oklahoma east- 
ward over the central Mississippi valiey, 
being later than for many years in | 
Tennessee. 

An improvement in the 
winter wheat is generally 
cept in Michigan and Wisconsin, where 
plowing up for other crops continues. 
With ample moisture and favorable tem- 
perature the crop has made rapid growth 
in the central valleys and southern states, 
its condition in Kentucky and Tennes- 
being exceptionally fines Wheat is
